Explanation  of  Symbols 

Species  marked  T are  suitable  only  for  extreme 
South  Florida  and  the  Tropics,  or  for  growth  in 
large  conservatories.  Those  marked  H are  more 
hardy  and  can  generally  be  planted  throughout 
Florida  and  the  Lower  South.  Those  marked 
ST  are  an  intermediate — that  is,  while  not 
adapted  to  Florida  planting  generally,  they  can 
be  used  through  southern  Florida,  resisting 
considerable  frost,  and  even  when  frozen  back 
somewhat,  come  right  out  again.  D refers  to  the 
stock  being  in  a decorative  condition.
